were k illed this afternoon in a col 
lision between the Detroit and the 
New York . 
The crew of the flagship New 
.York , 
Major 
H erbert 
A. 
Dargue, 
flight commander and 
Lieutenant 
Ennis C. W hite head, relief pilot, 
were reported 
uninjured. 
The Detroit, which 
caught fire 
was a total loss. 
The New York 
and 
Detroit 
were 
fly ing 
from 
Buenos Aires to the Palomar Army 
Air Field which is about 15 miles 
outside of the city , after they had 
arrived 
at 
the 
Argentine 
capital 
from Mar Del Plata. 
The planes 
collided in mid air and the Detroit 
caught fire. The pilots of the New 
York leaped from their plane in 
parachutes. 
At 
least 
one 
of 
the 
Detroit’s 
crew also leaped from his plane, 
but crashed to earth when the p ara­ 
chute failed to work . 
The accident 
happened 
only a 
Bhort time after the aviators had 
landed in the harbor and had been 
greeted by the may or of Buenos 
Aires in the name of the city au­ 
thorities.

they took a short rest, refueled and 
then started for the Palomar fly ing 
field for the night.

half of the scheduled

north, their first destination being 
Asuncion, Paraguay . 
The New York and Detroit came 
into collision in mid air while fly ­ 
ing too close together.

Chamber of Commerce Campaign. 


At the call o i H. C. Feuers, chairman of the mem­ 
bership committee for the Chamber of Commerce, the 
board of directors and committee chairmen, who hav e 
been assisting in the membership campaign, met at noon 
Saturday at the Liberty hotel, to hear the report of 
the chairmen to date, and to receiv e his instructions to 
carry on the campaign, looking toward the acquiring 
of their ultimate goal, to wit, fiv e hundred member­ 
ships. 
Chairman Feuers, at the conclusion of his talk to 
w-orkers, took the membership cards of those pros­ 
pects who had not signified their intention of becoming 
members, and went ov er them one by one, parcelling 
them out to the team workers. 
Some of these prospects 
hav e nev er been seen and others are still on the doubt­ 
ful list. 
The men who met there were intensely in 
earnest and display ed perfect willingness to perform 
their obligation to the community by making a second 
effort to interest these prospects in the Chamber of 
Commerce, and success should crown their efforts. 
There are four reasons why a firm or priv ate 
citizen, man or woman, who liv es in this or any other 
community , should not join their Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
First, that they hav e absolutely no pride or 
community spirit, in other words, they are not for the 
home team; second, for the financial reasons they feel 
that they are unable to pledge the necessary money ; 
third, that they do not believ e that the Chamber of Com­ 
merce can accomplish that which it purports to do; 
fourth, that at some time in the past some member or 
action of the Chamber of Commerce has offended 
the firm or person. 
Surely there are none of the first class in Sedalia, 
for she is a ‘‘rattling good” town, better than ninety - 
fiv e per cent of them, and her citizens may well feel 
a pride in her. 
The second reason is rather a serious one, if the 
condition is a fact. 
But when we diagnose this malady , 
does it really ex ist? 
The actual price of a member­ 
ship in the Chamber of Commerce is a little less than 
sev en cents a day , less than the price of a good cigar, 
and v ery little more than that of a Coca Cola. 
Can’t 
ev ery good citizen inv est that much in his or her city if 
he or she has a serious desire to do so? 
Considering the third reason the Chamber of Com­ 
merce can do for its community if properly conducted, 
just ex actly in proportion to the amount of money rais­ 
ed for its conduct and the interest ex pressed by its 
membership. 
If any one questions what the Sedalia 
Chamber has done on the v ery limited means it has 
had to do with, let them step into the secretary ’s office 
and inquire. 
A pleasant surprise awaits y ou. 
Taking up the fourth reason perhaps the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce has offended by its activ ity or what 
appeared to be inactiv ity on some special proposition 
that y ou thought was deserv ing of its support, and the 
reason for this apparent shortcoming may hav e been 
caused by the v ery fact that it did not hav e the support 
from the entire business and professional interests of 
the city . If y ou are in this offended class, won’t y ou be 
big and broad enough to ov erlook what has happened 
in the past, and turn y our face to the future, join hands, 
as it were, with y our community , and work for a bigger 
and better Sedalia through the Chamber of Commerce. 
Put the Chamber of Commerce on trial. 
Giv e it 
the support it has asked, take an activ e interest in its 
proceedings looking toward the acquiring and the ac­ 
complishment of that which they hav e stated they 
could do through a definite program of achiev ements 
and a specified budget with which to accomplish it.

1..lf thj# bon d issue carries the legal borrowin g limit of the Sed alia School 
District, “which is 5% of the assessed valuation of $ 22,000,000,” to quote Superin ­ 
ten d en t Crocker as per his statemen t in the Sed alia Democrat of February 17, 1927, 
is, practically speakin g, exhausted an d accord in g tc the Superin ten d en t’s own state­ 
men t, In that article, on ly $ 85,000 of borrowin g capacity remain s. 
This is en tirely 
too' small a reserve, in our jud gmen t, to cover the con tin gen cies of future losses 
n ot compen sated by In suran ce, such as may arise in an y commun ity by a calamity 
therein . 
2. The Sed alia School Board is n ow receivin g, in school taxes in this commun ity , 
the maximum of taxes that can be legally collected an d the Board can n ot embark. 
In our jud gmen t, on an y such en larged programs as outlin ed In the Sed alia Democrat 
of February 17, 1927, without ad d in g very maten aiiy to its an n ual fixed charges.
